For me in the UK, becoming an archivist typically requires a specific qualification that is 
recognised by the Archives & Records Association. In order to attain such a qualification, you 
require a relevant postgraduate degree or higher. Your undergraduate degree typically doesn't 
matter so long as its vaguely related to Archivism (things like English, law, history and 
classics are all accepted). 

In terms of your work, a lot of universities in my experience will offer volunteering work and 
placements for students looking to get into the industry, alternatively, email around a few 
archives and see if they're willing to take you on over the Summer or between studies. 


The work itself consists mostly of logging and sorting through physical materials but in the 
past decade or so, archives have pushed very heavily for more digitisation of materials. 
Pretty much it'll consist of making sure materials are kept safe, in good condition, are logged 
properly, are digitised if need be and working with researchers and students looking for 
specific materials within your respective archive!

£50,000. From a quick bit of googling, the average in Sweden is about the same, roughly 
382000 SEK a year.

There was evidence of this given on reddit somewhere, based off of yet another picture that came 
from his old website. It's obvious that back in the mid 90's he wasn't too concerned about people 
being able to scrutinize anything he put up, and going by how adamant he was for example denying 
the whole Smash Bros. thing, that mentality doesn't seem to have ever vanished. 


2. He claims to have done the music for Earthworm Jim, but he seems to have primarily worked on 
the sequel, not the first game, even though he's very disingenuous about this. The first Earthworm 
Jim is actually credited to someone named Mark Miller, while apparently Tommy's main 
contribution was doing the synth arrangements heard on the Sega CD/Windows port of the game. | 
remember seeing a quote somewhere where someone said Mark's the main one credited because 
of "legal reasons," but this seems to be another "Tommy/Joey" situation where Tommy ends up 
taking all the credit for another guy's work. 


Interestingly there's even a comment in this very videos comment section from someone who says 


the original composer was their music class instructor and specifically pointed out they originally 
did that game's music. | definitely believe it. In addition to this, even though it seems likely he did in 
fact act as main composer for Earthworm Jim 2, like half the tracks in that game are traditional 
songs rather than 100% his own compositions. This gives me the impression he isn't good at doing 
an entire game's score by himself, so he'd have others pitch in (like in The Terminator for Sega CD), 
or in EWJ2's case, just use traditional compositions to lighten the load. | think the end product 
came out fine to be honest, but it still tells a lot about his mentality. 


3. I'm not so sure if he's gloated over doing the music for Aladdin on Genesis, but he primarily 
worked on the sound design for that game, not the soundtrack. There's a Sega-16 interview you can 
find where he seems to explain his main role as having just worked on translating the music 
someone else made plus the movie's tracks onto the Genesis. He even seems to describe himself 
as knowing the Genesis sound hardware very well. Somehow, though, Spot Goes To Hollywood for 
Sega Genesis was released in 1995 and was soley composed by him yet comes out sounding very 
amateurish (tho to his credit, | think the music in that game is his best work composition wise). So 
it makes me think he possibly never was too much an expert on the Genesis. There's an unreleased 
SNES version of that game that had its ROM get out a couple years back where you can hear better 
renditions of all the songs in the Genesis version, which makes you wonder how someone who 
apparently knew the Genesis sound hardware didn't know how. This is mostly nitpicking, but it's 
always struck me as sort of, well, off?

As a woman in STEM field, it's really hard to not to be frustrated about that example about erasure 
of the early women in sound design and music composing in the video game industry. It was 
probably not sexism, just corporate greed and lack of appreciation for the craft and understanding 
how important crediting is in creative fields. But still, this really reminds of women being erased as 
part of the history of coding. For more information, I'd recommend checking out "The image you 
can't submit to journals anymore" by BobbyBroccoli. 


For context, I'm finnish, so not examples may apply in other places. 

| was the only woman in my class of other mechanical engineers. Everyone was super nice to me 
and | was treated like a unicorn for being so brave and going for a field that is seen as male 
dominated and as such, possibly sexist and discriminatory. Some of my classmates were 
wondering to me, why there were so few women in our field, when it was obvious to them that it 
wasn't that women weren't capable of entering. There had to be another reason. 

I've grown up in a enviroment that told me that women can do everything. The era of sexism was 
over and the class ceiling was broken, we even had a female president! 

Like it was time for a new wave, women had been held back before, but now we are free! But | got 


the message bit mixed up, since it kind of implied that my generation was somehow more special 
than the previous ones. Every woman pioneer before the turn of the millenia was presented as a 
glowing example of perseverance, but it also accidentally made all of these women look like 
exceptions. 


Because the more | look into the history of different variations of the STEM fields, women have 
always been there. In almost every field, women have always been there. But their jobs where not 
the flashy kind, they were usually doing precise and repetitive work, like calculating, phoneline 
connecting, handpainting mass-produced products. Important work that needed to be done, but 
was concidered tedius enough it was not a career, it was part-time work. It was women's work. So it 
was not important and it was not remembered having even existed. This is not a rant about 
patriarchy, but more of just my thoughts how capitalism accidentally feeds into sexism, because it 
has removed the worker from the labor they've contributed. Women have been part of the industrial 
workforce and academy for hundreds of years. | shouldn't be considered anything extraordinary by 
being here. But, probably accidentally, | had lived under the impression that for example in the 
videogame industry, women hadn't been allowed in before or it was just by happenstance was a 
men's club. But women have always been there. Their work was just erased or credited to someone 
else, like a company, who was usually owned by a man or men. 


Then, because of this erasure, there is the illusion that women don't like games and don't have 
anything to contribute to the gaming industry. Even though they where always there. It's like there 
was a weird reset around 80-'s-00's, where years of social progress was wiped out and we have to 
do the work all over again. 

| do know why | was the only woman in our class. | went for engineering, because | had the support 
system around me telling me | could do it. Or even offered it as an option. If it wasn't suggested to 
me, | don't know if | would have gone for it. 


It was kind of indimitating at first to be honest, because knowing the history | knew then and 
correctly assuming that some people are still pretty shitty (when | exited the school one day, | was 
stopped by some dude who implied that | was smart to go for engineering since it would be easy 
for me to find a spouse there. This was around 2017...) the thought of going for a potentially 
challenging field where you ALSO have to deal with other unnecessary bullshit on top of that... It 
would be exhausting. It was also lonely. Luckily, | have always been a hard-headed idiot so | pulled 
through, but | can see others quitting because it's really hard to feel like you belong there, even 
though you absolutely do if you got accepted and you find the field interesting! But not everyone 
wants to fight their whole career to be able to feel like they belong. 

| didn't have to fight (I just had to sometimes heard bullshit from rando's, that's nothing), but other 
people aren't so lucky. | don't blame anyone for feeling that they'd rather choose to tap out of that 
potential experience. 


Sorry about the rant. | absolutely love the STEM field but the work is not over. Though, to leave on 
the more happy note, | have been treated very well. | have been on male dominated worksplaces 
almost my whole life and 90% of them have been supportive and good to me. Even at the machinist 
workshop where I had to change my clothes in the bathroom because they had changing room only 
for men and porn calendars on the walls, the men were nice to me and appreciated the work | did. 


The times change slowly, but steadily.

The time is January 2015, and the place is Oberlin College in Ohio. The college has a music 
conservatory, and I was dating a classical trombonist getting his degree from the conservatory. | 
was a sophomore majoring in art history at the college but | also played the cello for fun. January at 
Oberlin is called Winter Term and it is a month in which students are free to undertake short-term 
creative or academic projects before the spring semester begins. My then-boyfriend alerted me to a 
Winter Term project that a classical conducting major at the conservatory was doing: putting 
together an orchestral performance of video game soundtrack music. The conductor was 
accepting volunteers from the college and conservatory to join his orchestra, no auditioning 
required. We both joined, believing it would be a fun chance to play music together and pass the 
time during the coldest month of the year. 


The rehearsals were clunky because many of us were more skilled than others, and plenty of us 
were not taking the process seriously. But this didn't really trouble me. After all, | was under the 
impression throughout the rehearsal period that this was simply a conducting student's creative 
and fun idea for gaining more practical experience conducting an ensemble, and that the 
performance at the end of the month would be just like any of the other countless free concerts 
that take place on the Oberlin campus year-round. 


Fast forward to the day of the performance. To my surprise, we took a bus out of town to a 
neighboring city, Lorain. It's not a big city, so | didn't expect much. We were ushered into a 
performing arts auditorium which seemed far too big a venue for such a humble ragtag band of 
college musicians. There appeared to be professional lighting, and we were fitted with an apparatus 
I'd never used before: tiny electronic earpieces which would help us keep time during the 
performance. | was already feeling confused and uneasy when the audience started to pour into the 
auditorium and fill seemingly every seat. | realized this concert was not a low-key affair whatsoever 
and that each audience member had likely paid for tickets - how much? | wondered. 


As the concert began, a charismatic and energetic man that | had never seen before introduced 
himself to the audience and hyped them up. | remember thinking he seemed a little slimy, a little 
used car salesman-y, but | brushed it off. Only during his time on stage did | realize that the 
performance was part of a tour called "Video Games Live," and it seemed like a well-established 
event. Stage lights flashed and video footage of the various video games played on a screen behind 
us to accompany each song. | felt completely out of my depth during the whole performance, but 
the audience didn't seem to care about our imperfect playing - they were having the time of their 
lives. 


After the performance, | felt strange and somewhat embarrassed for reasons | couldn't really 
understand. My then-boyfriend, on the other hand, was furious. He felt like he had been misled 
about the scale of the project and ought to have been paid for being part of the orchestra. At the 
time, | thought he was overreacting and needed to lighten up a bit. Within the first few days of the 
spring semester, life was back to normal and we had both put the bizarre experience behind us. 


In retrospect, | fully agree with how he felt. We gave hours of rehearsal time over a month with no 
understanding of what we were actually involved in. Instead of receiving any payment for our time 
and efforts, whoever organized the concert series was free to rake in all the money from the 
expensive tickets for that sold-out event. Our willingness to make music together for fun was 
seemingly exploited to provide entertainment for a paying audience. And, to be clear, the lack of 
compensation is one problem, but the lack of clarity about what we were rehearsing for is an even 
bigger problem in my eyes. It's possible that | might have missed something along the way and if so 
| take responsibility for not being more observant, but | feel confident enough about what | 
remember to share it here as such: my recollections and experience. 


Now that | have watched this exposé on Tommy Tallorico - who | previously knew nothing about but 
who very well may have been the same man who introduced us on stage all those years ago, 
though | cannot remember for certain - and his propensity to pathologically lie, to take credit for 
work he did not do, and to choose showmanship above anything else, that strange month of my life 
makes infinitely more sense.

Great Megalith and Molten Mine 
from Sonic and the Black Knight were actually reused music pieces from Black Dawn for the 
PS1/Saturn. Molten Mine was rearranged by Senoue, whereas Great Megalith literally uses the 
exact same track from Black Dawn, no changes or rearrangement at all. And I’ve always seen it said 
that, makes sense - Tommy did the originals! 


..actually Tallarico Studios is credited in Black Dawn, not Tommy. The actual music credit is Todd 
Dennis, from Tallarico Studios. Dennis is not credited at all in Black Knight or on its soundtrack; 
even for Great Megalith, which again uses the original audio from Black Dawn. Instead it's all now 
credited to Tommy.

Thankfully, I'm not a compulsive liar and | really did the work | say | 
did.

In the credits of 
Black Dawn, Tommy Tallarico Studios is credited, with someone named Todd Dennis being credited 
under Tommy Tallarico Studios. | look up the man's name, and sure enough | find records of his 
work on the Video Game Music Preservation Foundation Wiki. He's most well-known for his work 
on Wolfenstein 3D and, sure enough, Black Dawn on the PlayStation and Sega Saturn. What this 
tells me is that Todd Dennis wrote "Action Scene" for Black Dawn, a song which technically belongs 
to Tommy Tallarico Studios, and Tommy took that composition and rearranged it for Sonic and the 
Black Knight (there's no way of knowing if he was the one who rearranged it or not, but the credits 
for Sonic and the Black Knight do credit him by name if that means anything). The fact is, Tommy 
seemingly didn't make original compositions for the Sonic game he contributed to as the "first 
American to work on a Sonic game" (Howard Drossin, an American composer known for Sonic 
Spinball, is also credited on Black Knight).

Ice Cap Zone even was a recreation of 
a then-unreleased Jetzons song, Hard Times, a band which Buxer was the keyboardist for. Even 
ignoring this, other Americans, like Horward Drossin, worked extensively on the & Knuckles portion 
of the game. 


But most interestingly is US music actually predates 3; Sonic CD, released a year earlier in 1993, 
had a new soundtrack composed specifically for the US release by Spencer Nilsen and Mark 
"Sterling" Crew, among others, and it wasn't until the 2011 rerelease the original JPN soundtrack 
would be available easily alongside it, something every rerelease since has included, including 
Sonic Origins and the SEGA Genesis Mini 2; so not only is Tommy's claim comically wrong, a US 
composer working on a Sonic game is one of the most well-known controversies of the time and 
one of the most noteworthy things about the series and that game in particular, despite most 
games defaulting to using the Japanese soundtrack if a remix is made!

In fact, on that livestream of a few Bungie devs watching a speedrunner blaze through CE - one of 
them blatantly asks Marty how much of the effort on a track was him and how much was Salvatori 
(might have been Jason Jones) and Marty flat-out changes the subject. 


I'm not casting aspersions at Marty O'Donnell - I'm asking if there's some kind of industry-wide 
context of the time that doesn't paint the Tallarico/Kuras dynamic QUITE as negatively. Perhaps it's 
not unheard of for a business dynamic where-in one does a lot of the creative effort and the other 
does a lot of the marketing or even inter-office "face" stuff to actually be considered mutually 
beneficial by both parties.

Yet the Miyamoto gardening 
bullshit is all over the web in discussions about the franchise - and even his wikipedia page credits 
him as the "creator" of the Pikmin franchise, because we have to give more credit to the 
Mario/Zelda/Excitebike/F-Zero/Donkey Kong/Star Fox visionary gaming creator. It bugs me so 
much that we have so few stories of early Nintendo that don't rope him in in some way, since 
Nintendo is a black box vault when it comes to how they present their history. Japan's deferential 
work culture only exacerbates the problem of bosses getting too much credit for these things, and 
it's only when creators become bosses (like Sakurai, lwata, and Koizumi) that suddenly we have a 
million stories of how brilliant they were 15 years ago and how many legendary design features 
(like Koizumi's Z-Targeting in Ocarina of Time) they're directly responsible for. Iwata I'm forever 
grateful for for conducting some excellent interviews with various game creators over the years 
and seemingly rectifying some of this misattribution culture (these interviews are the reason | get 
to be mad at bosses that are directly responsible for horrific design decisions, like Miyamoto 
making Paper Mario Sticker Star an awful shell of a game or Aonuma making the Majoras Mask 
3DS remake actively worse because he never liked the original), but we should always remain 
skeptical of the lens Nintendo allows us to view these highly edited internal PR pieces through.

He didn't return 
because of arguments over royalty rates from Sega. 


-The Game Gear demakes of Sonic 1, 2 and other GG titles were composed by Yuzo Koshiro. 


-Sonic CD (September, 1993) had two OSTs, one in Japan and Europe, and another in America. This 
would be the first instance of Americans composing for Sonic. 

The Japanese OST was done by Masafumi Ogata and Naofumi Hataya, with vocal tracks sung by 
Keiko Utoko. 

The US OST was done by the aforementioned Spencer Nilsen and David Young as well as Marc 
"Sterling" Crew. 


-Sonic Spinball (November, 1993), was done by Howard Drossin (also American) 


-Sonic 3 (1994) was worked on by multiple of Michael Jackson's collaborators at the time, most 
notably Brad Buxer, who we know for a fact worked on it because on his own band's "The Jetzons" 
album "The Complete Jetzons" which featured prior unreleased tracks from the band, on which was 
the theme for Ice Cap Zone from Sonic 3. he also straight up stated that he worked on it in a recent 
interview. 

The lore of Sonic 3's music is understood as such; 


Sonic Team were working on their own original soundtrack for Sonic 3, which was later dug up ina 
prototype that was dumped online. 

At some point, MJ began collaborating and his sound team produced multiple tracks, including 
Knuckles’ theme (which later became Blood on the Dancefloor), the end credits (which later 
became Stranger in Moscow), the miniboss theme, Carnival Night Zone (which takes samples from 
Jam), ice Cap Zone and Launch Base Zone. 

Supposedly due to the allegations which came out around Jackson at the time, but also apparently 
due to Michael's dissatisfaction with the sound output of the Megadrive's hardware, Jackson and 
Sega did not go on with the collab, and he was not credited. 

BUT SEGA LEFT THE MUSIC IN THE GAME. 

Years later, Sega would go on to outright state in Sonic Mega Collection that Jackson worked on 
Sonic 3's music. But would suddenly get scared of legal trouble when he died, not rereleasing Sonic 
3 at all after that point on anything, even turning down the prospect of the game being remade for 
the ground up by Christian Whitehead, who gave Sonic 1, 2 and CD a similar treatment. That is, until 
2022 when Sega released Sonic Origins, a collection of the classic Sonic games which featured 
Sonic 3...except all the tracks which were thought to be by MJ's team were replaced with those 
from the prototype. Not just that, shitty recreations of the prototype tracks that were actually pulled 
from an even earlier prototype where they are evidently unfinished.

| always told myself that once | could read better (because again, | was very young playing these 
games, and part of the reason my mom was okay with me playing them was because they helped 
with my french) and now I no longer can, because they've been replaced in the name of cgi games 
with significantly less complexity. One of them, La Foire Aux Mystere (Mystery Fair) was an 
elaborate horror point-and-click puzzle game, and was my introduction to the genre and how | grew 
up to be fascinated by games like the King's Quest series much later. 


| did not know that these games would go away when | logged on to the website for the last time-- 
and | was so young that my cousin had to help find the site for me--and | have never had the 
technical knowhow to preserve flash games, and | don't know if anyone else out there considers 
them worth preserving. It's like how after my grandmother died, | learned all these stories from her 
life at her funeral | could have learned from her, if | had ever thought to talk to her, if | had ever 
realized when | was young that she was not immortal. | worked for a while with a vietnam vet; 
another of my coworkers was an old woman who used to bike across the country in the 60s. This 
comment has gotten away from me a little, but | just wanted to say thank you. This reminds me a 
lot of your Halcyon Dreams video, which | am still very fond of. 


If anyone knows of still-playable copies of Alerte: Virus or the FD6 games, please reach out to me. 
Or better yet, if you know who made those games, because the company itself pretty much seems 
to have vanished off the internet. | know this is a long shot, but it'd be nice if this weird little chunk 
of French Canadian gaming history wasn't lost forever.
